Patlure of State Control In 
Banking. 

Liquidation of the Bank of 
North Dakota means the closing 
of the only state controlied cen- 
tral bank in the United States, It 
was organized as the hub of the 
Non-Partisan League industrial 
program, with a capital of $2,000,- 
000 and deposits of over $26,000,- 
000, due to its being the depository 
of all state, county and municipal 
funds by law, For the last four 


years it has been the dominating 


figure in North Dakota banking 
Business men have always 
doubted the ability of a state to 
carry on a bank, build homes, ele- 
vators and mills, and extend cx- 
tensive credit to farmers without 
getting into difficulties. During 
the period in which the Non-Par- 
tisan League was in power the 
bank and the program flourished, 
but with the failure of its political 
banking and the inability to sell 
its bonds it began to totter, Ex- 
pectations of its failure were 
common among business men some 
time ago. 


Bank of Fargo, N.D., will bring the

Local Anaesthetice, 
By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D., D.D.S., 
Editor Oral Hygiene. 


The local anaesthetic is a medicine 
that temporarily takes away the sen- 
sation of feeling from one part of the 
body, leaving the rest of the body 
with its normal sensation. We use 
the word “local” to differentiate this 
type of an anaesthetic from the “gen- 
eral” anaesthetic, which takes away 
the sensation from the entire body by 
putting the patient to sleep, 

The first local anaesthetic was 
cocaine. It was used with varying 
success, but with a great deal of dan- 
ger for a number of years. The de- 
sirability of a local anaesthetic and 
the danger of cocaine poisoning final- 
ly resulted in a series of experiments 
to find out the exact chemical con- 
tents of cacaine. This, fortunately, 
was discovered and today we have a 
substance called novocaine—or, to use 
the proper government word, pro- 
caine. Thie procaine is what we call 
a synthetic product. <A synthetic is 
a chemica! imitation of a natural drug. 
Procaine contains all of the elements 
of cocaine, except the poison, and, in 
it is much more uniform 
in its strength. The results from its 
By 
using procaine, the dentist is able to 
take away the sensation from any part 
of the face or jaws that he may de- 
sire. 

Formerly the local anaesthetic was 
injected with a hypodermic syringe 


| around the exact spot where the oper- 


ation was to be performed. But now- 
adays the injection is made any point 
upon the main branch of the nerve 
that supplies the grea to be operated 
upon, and the entire nerve branch is 
temporarily desensitized so that pain is 
absent. The use of the local anaes- 
thetic in nerve blocking, as this meth- 
od ig called, was almost entirely de- 
veloped by investigators in America. 
Fortunately, we are now able to man- 
ufacture in this country all of the syn- 
thetic drugs that are necessary, 80 
that we never again will be caught 
with a local anaesthetic famine, as 


we were at the beginning of the war.

At last it was decided by a major- 
ity vote ata large meeting held that a 
deputation be sent to Louis Reil, at 
that time in Montana, The delegates 
selected were Gabriel Dumont, an old 
leader amongst the plainsmen, Mois 
Ouellette, M, Dumas and Jas. Isbister, 
the latter a Scotch half-breed of a 
well-known and much respected old 
northwest family. Many of the Brit- 
ish settlers disapproved of sending 
for Riel, and took little or no further 
part in the agitation, But there was 
a number who thought it was a good 
move and that the Ottawa Govern- 
ment would promptly remedy the 
grievances of the settlers, Riel ac- 
companied the delegates back and be- 
gan to hold meetings in the different 
settlements, Amongst other places 
he spoke to a crowded meeting in 
Prince Albert, which, however, broke 
up with a row. At first, Riel took a 
mild tone, but latterly, becoming 
more firmly seated as a leader, he be- 
gan to preach open rebellion, especial- 
ly among hi own countrymen, Even 
worse, runners were sent to all In- 
dian encampments telling them all 
sorts of yarns, That a new era was 
coming and its leader and prophet 
was Louis Ricl. That the good old 
days with swarms of buffalo would 
return and that the position of the In- 
dians would be immensely improvea 
and so on, 

About this time, or rather before, 
Mr. Jas. Isbister became alarmed at 
Riel’s actions and he, with some 
other settlers of moderate views, de- 
cided it would be a good plan to get 
some able Britisher to associate with 
Ricl and try to hold him in check as 
much as possible.

They made the proposi- 
tion to me, knowing as they said my 
sympathy with the natives of the 
country, that | would go back with 
them, visit Reil, and endeavor to turn 
his views from a proposed rebellion 
to a loyal agitation. Needless to say, 
I refused, and moreover plainly point- 
ed out to them, that it was the great- 
est mistake bringing Riel jnto the 
country, that his hands were still red 
with blood from the first rebellion 
with the murder of Thomas Scott, 
that he was a fanatic, and would not 
listen to anyone, not even to the 
priests of his own faith, In fact dur- 
ing the height of the rebel'ion he went 
back on the Roman Catholic religion 
and attempted to start a new one, 
with himself as the inspired prophet 
of it. We had a good talk until well 
on in the night, and’ before leaving 
next morning the poor simple chaps 
thanked me with tears in their eyes 
for good advice, assured me of their 
loyal sentiments and stated they in- 
tended in future remaining quietly at 
their homes ;

favor of making a decided stand 
against the troops either at Batoche 
or elsewhere, His aim was guerilla 
warfare and cutting off supply trains. 
With there perfect knowledge of the 
country and numbers of Indian 
scouts, no doubt this method would 
have met with considerable success 
and probably at a much greater cost 
to Canada both in lives and money 
before it would have been finally sub- 
dued. So all’s well, that ended well. 

The pity of it is that, as an armed 
rebellion was quite uncalled for, any 
good man given sufficient authority 
(such as Donald A. Smith in the first 
rebellion where he acted as special 
commissioner and did untold good), 
could have settled the grievances both 
of settlers and Indians without any 
bloodshed and at a very moderate 
outlay compared to the actual cost of 
the final quelling of the insurrection. 

One other incident will close my 
brief sketches of personal reminis- 
cences in rebellion days, Shortly af- 
ter the close of the fighting I had oc- 
casion to drive into Prince Albert, and 
between the rivers I came to an In- 
dian encampment of eight or nine 
tepees. Slowing up my team to see 
if | knew any of them, I was met with 
an outcry from the women and chil- 
dren and finally recognized them as 
Stony Creek Indians, or Beatty's In- 
éians as they were known later. At 
first they all talked at once, but on 
quieting them down I finally gather- 
ed the following: A day or two be- 
fore some mounted police with a half- 
breed visited their camps and took all 
the men prisoners as rebels, in spite 
of much protestation as to their loy- 
alty, The women cried and begged 
me to see the authorities and get them 
set free as soon as possible or they 
would all starve. This I promised to 
do, and drove on to Prince Albert, go- 
ing direct to the Indian Agent’s Of- 
fice. I at once asked him to have 
these Indians released, stating . I 
could bring positive proof as to their 
loyalty and further could account for 
their movemcnts throughout the re- 
bel'ion. He said his interpreter had 
recognized most of them in the 
Batoche fight I demanded to be con- 
dronted with him, but this he would 
not have, Finally, after some dis- 
cussion, we had some words and he 
ordered me out of his office in a 
very pompous manner, I kept the 
wires hot to Ottawa and the Indians 
were released immediately, much to 
the delight of their families. He 
probably meant well, but it was a very 
unwise move on the part of any In- 
dian agent to treat Indians unjustly 
who had remained loyal, and if his ac- 
tion had been sustained would have 
cost the country a lot more trouble. 

Again my memory is treacherous, 
but | am of the opinion Mr. Agent’s 
services were dispensed with very 
shortly after this.

Two Notable Speeches 


Which Dealt With The 


Viscount Grey, whose imperishable 
renown it is that he exerted all the 
resources of his statesmanship to pre- 
vent the conflict in Europe which be- 
came a world war, spoke at the Na- 
tional Liberal Club in London, on the 
subject of British-American relations. 
At about the same time Rear-Admir 
al H. M. Huse, of the United States 
navy, discussed American naval ex- 
pansion at a dinner of the Society of 
the Cincinnati in this city, says the 
New York Times. “I know,” said 
the Admiral who is on the active list, 
“that it will make some of you catch 
your breath if T say that we shall have. 
to have a navy large enough to fight 
England.” Admiral Huse's idea of na- 
val expansion stemed to be that the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty ‘of alliance 
must be reckoned with, that our naval 
expansion should be adjusted to the 
alliance. One of the Admiral's ob- 
servations was: “Take Germany; we 
know she built her navy against Eng- 
land.” It seemed to be his impres- 
sion that war might occur between 
Great Britain and the United States 
and that the United States might 
have to do battle with both Great 
Britain and Japan. There was 
doubtless a catching of breath among 
his hearers, members of the patriotic 
eocicty and their guests. It was a 
Rear-Admiral of the navy and the 
commandant of the New York yard 
who was speaking to them. 

In his address at the National Lib- 
eral Club, Viscount Grey recognized 
the value of a solution of the Irish 
problem as a sofvent of Anglo-Ameri- 
can friction. He realized that the 
disturbed state of affairs in Ireland 
affected Anglo-American relations in- 
juriously. Viscount Grey was too 
discreet to speak of the damage done 
to good-will by active propaganda 
here, He regarded war between Great 
Britain and the United States as 
“unthinkable and inconceivable,” and 
he went on to say of the proneness of 
some people to consider that war 
might come: 

I would much rather that people, es- 
pecially in the United States, where 
they have been discussing this ques- 
tion of the Inconceivable, brought 
out the plain fact that we have a 
treaty with the United States which, 
if it be observed, will make war 
practically impossible. We have a 
treaty under which, if the two gov- 
ernments cannot agree, they will re- 
sort to a commission Which will in- 
vestigate and report and recommend 
a settlement, and under which @ year’s 
time is given for reflection before a 
breach of the peace takes place. 

Consciousness of the Anglo-Japan- 
ese treaty of alliance is genera! in 
the United States, as Viscount Grey 
observed, although knowledge -of the 
exact text is less common. Accord- 
ingly, he pointed out that when the 
treaty was to be amended the sug- 
gestion was made to the Japanese 
Government to embody in it 2 provi- 
sion “to make it clear,” to quote 
Viscount Grey, “that in the event of 
& quarrel between Japan and any 
country with whom we (Great 
Britain) had « treaty of universal 
arbitration, there was no obligation 
pon us to do otherwise than to 
keep the treaty. This clause was 
intended to apply to the particular 
treaty we afterward made with the 
United States.” The Japanese, said 
Viscount Grey, acted “in a spirit of 
fairness and of true statesmanship,” 
agrecing to the amendment, Admiral 
Huse's hearers must “have recovered 
their breath when they read Viscount 
Grey's exposition of the United 
States treating the arbitration agree- 
ment as a “scrap of paper,” and his! 
explanation that Great Britain was 
not bound by her treaty with Japan 
to become her ally in the event of a 
war between Japan and the United 
States.

Thinks Mars is Inhabited 


Scientist Says Martians Tried to 
Signal 100,000 Years Ago. 


Camille Flammarion, a French | 


acientist and astronomer, believes that 
Mats is inhabitated and that the Mar- 
tians tried to signal to ws 100,000 years 
ago. 

I do incline to the belief in people 
in Mars, said Prof, Flammation. Ita 
climate seems to be temperate in the 
main. More temperate than our 
earth, for their polar ice melts, and 
ours doesn’t. You know how fierce- 
ly life will seize a chance to take root. 
Why not on Mars Also their seasons 
change faster than ours, That means 
variety of crops—food. The spectro- 
scope shows, too, a composition much 
like that of the earth, with perhaps 
less water, ‘Then there are these 
long, straight lines across its surface. 

These lines seem to be made by sen~ 
tient mind. Imagine a straight line 
on the earth reaching from Vladivo- 
stok to London, It is possible that 
the Martian lines mean canals dug by 
engineers. Why not? 

Do I picture the Martians as resem- 
bling us? No, for one thing, the 
Martians, if there are any, are prob- 
ably lighter creatures physically than 


we, because the force of gravitation is | 


lighter there. Something, too, may 
be argued of their diflerence from us 
because there is probably more vege- 
tation than with us, due to much 
greater humidity. Their civilization 
is perhaps much more advanced than 
ours, because the planet has been hab- 
itable for a longer period, and evolu- 
tion has gone on for a longer time; 
and as their seasons change faster 
than ours, they go through a greater 
cycle of variety of experience in a 
given time than we do. This would 
argue a wiser race. 

Do I think there has ever been any 
attempt from Marg-to signal to the 
earth? 

If there are Martians, and the civil- 


ization is at all as advanced as the 


physical conditions of their home 
seem to warrant, they must haye tried 
to signal the earth onc hundred thon- 
sand years ago. But if they did they 
must have discovered us to be still a 
lot of idiots then, and decided that it 
was hardly worth while bothering 
with us for another hundred thousand 
years, f" * 

if, however, communication is ever 
established it will not be by means of 
light signals, First of all, the sig- 
nals would be too small to be intellig- 
ible; and it may be that the eye struc- 
ture of the Martians is so different 
from ours that our light may affect 
them differently. No; a much more 
feasible basis for such communication 
would be by means of vibrations other 
than light, somewhat like Marcont 
waves.

Great Ceremony 
when New Cardinals 
are Created

ROME.—Secular and ecclesiastical 
Rome recently turned its footsteps and 
thoughts to the Vatican, where three 
new cardinals were formally received 
into the sacred college, This cere- 
mony, one of the few that have come 
down virtually unchanged through the 
centuries to the present day, combined 
the brilliance of the period of Michael 
Angelo, the historic atmosphere that 
envelopes the Holy See and the im- 
pressiveness that surrounds the sac- 
red rites of St. Peter. Only _three 
cardinals were consecrated because the 
three Spanish prelates elevated to the 
cardinalate will receive their red hats 
from King Alfonso. 


Archbishops Dennis L. Dougherty, 
of Philadelphia, Josef Shulte, of Col- 
ogne, and Michael von Faulhaber, of 
Munich, who recently received the 
first insignia of their new rank, took 
their places in the ranks of the car- 
dinals and assumed in full the dignities 
conferred on them by Pope Benedict. 


Distinguished Pageant 

Since Monday last these prelates 
have been given flattering attention in 
the holy city, on the day they were the 
centre about which revolved a pageant 
which impressed the eyes of a distin- 
guished congregation and will long 


be remembered. 


Long before 10 o'clock, the hour for 
the beginning of the ceremony, Ro- 
man citizens, peasants and princes, 
diplomats and priests, gathered be- 
fore the great bronze doors of the 
Selia Regia. When the doors were 
opened, the throng was admitted to 
the hall, where distinguished visitors 
were shown to tribunes and others 
were given places on the benches ar- 
ranged about the great rooms. At the 
right of the Pope’s throne were smal! 
boxes reserved for members of the 
Pontiff’s family, representatives of 
royal families and richly uniformed 
knights of Malta and knights of the 
Holy Sepulchre. 


A Majestic Procession 
The minutes seemed to pass slowly 
as the throng awaited the beginning 
of the ceremonies, which was signal- 
led by distant cheers for the Pope. 
Through a wide door came strains of 
music and then there entered a ma- 
by white-clad 
figures bearing a processional cross 
In bewild- 
ering succession there came the Sis- 
tine choir, abbots and heads of great 
religious orders, priests anl monks in 
black, white and brown, cardinals in 
their scarlet robes; Swiss guards and 
Palatine guards, all forming a hack- 
ground for the supreme pontiff who 
rode in the Sedia Gestatoria borne by 

crimson uniformed attendants.

After the Pope had seated himself 
on the throne, members of the car- 
dinalate ranged themselves around 
him in the order of seniority, the car- 
Adinals, bishops and priests on his right 
and the cardinal-deacons on his left. 
Then fell a hush of expectation over 
the assembly, broken by the opening 
of the doors to the Sistine chapel ad- 
joining, and Cardinals Dougherty, 
Shulte and von Faulhaber entered. 
They had just taken the oath of office 
before Cardinal Ottavius, chancellor 
of the church. 


As they entered, the three cardinals 
bowed low three times and then ad- 
‘vanced slowly to the throne, where 
they knelt and did homage to the Pon- 
tiff. When they rose they took their 
places on the right of the throne. 
Consistorial advocates read Latin per- 
orations and several archbishops and 
bishops were recognized by the Pope. 
The three new cardinals received the 
embrace and weleoming kiss from each 
member of the sacred college and 
were conducted to the foot of the 
throne, where they again knelt, The 
two masters of ceremonies threw over 
their heads the purple cappa magna, 
the Pope holding the cardinals’ biretta 
over the head of each for several mo- 
ments, repeating the words of presen- 
tation. The ceremoniy closed with the 
papal benediction.

Allies withdraw 
Advance Troops, 
Tension Relieved 


DUSSELDORF. — Belgian patrols 
which took control of the rural com- 
mune of Hamborn on Wednesday last 
have béen removed and this action 
on the part of the allied command 
has tended to ease the situation at 
Duisburg. Officials declare the patrols 
were thrown out only to protect the 
town of Duisburg, but the advance of 
the Belgians caused belief on the part 
of the Germans that the allied lines 
might be extended immediately. As- 
sertion is made in official quarters that 
such a movement is not planned. 


Co-operation between the German 
security police here and allied troops 
has been effected. Two officers call- 
ed at French headquarters recently 
and made formal apology for the re- 
fusal on the part of a German police- 
man to salute an allied officer.

The head of the great industrial 
houses of Essen say that already huge 
contracts have been cancelled and that 
the prospects are that trade will stag- 
nate. They declared that the workmen 
will be the chief sufferers and that the 
entire Ruhr basin, if not all Germany, 
will be irreparably damaged if the 
entente carries out a heavy taxation 
of Rhineland exports.

PRINCE ALBEIT.—A writ of pro 
hibition against Police Magistrate T 
J. Murray, proceeding with a charge 
laid against J. P. Leonard under 
section 38 of the Saskatchewan Game 
Law in conection with the accidental! 
shooting while hunting of John Kut- 
sok, whom he killed in mistake for a 
.moose, has been granted by Chief 
Justice J. T. Brown, on the ground 
that the section is ultra vires of the 
Dominion law. 

The decision is regarded as highly 
important in legal circles, having set- 
tled a point which has been the subject 
of much argument. The section pro- 
vides for the infliction of a fine of 
$1,000 upon any individual who 
wounds or kills another while hunting. 
The appeal was taken by Arthur 
Frame against the proceeding with 
the case. It is not likely, however, 
that individuals heretofore fined under 
the act will be able to recover their 
fines as in general law money paid 
out in misconception of the law is net 
recoverable,
